[| ‘le Tt has been learned from Robert Bartug, owner of the "El Barco" firm in 
Quito, that during 1951 he sold $180,000 worth of Czech goods and that 
during the first three months of 1982 he sold $170,000 worth of Czech 
merchandise. Bartua has stated that the major portion of the mexchan=- 
dise sold congisted.of metal roofing waterial for use in reconstruction 
work in Ambato and Peliieo. Bartus further stated that he sells about 
1,000 meters of material for officers! uniforms monthly. During the 
first three months of 1952 he sold $25 , 000 worth of this material, valued 
at six dollars per meter, including insurance and freight. 
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
